Therefore, 'tis too too proba- 
ble, that they, hating Labour, and 
envying the ſedulous Endeavours of 
others, leſt thereby their own 
ſeeming Honour ſhould beeclipled, 
would rather ( according to the 
Old Proverb ) give Antimony an ill 
Name, then foul their Hands in ex- 
penencing the Virtues, with which 
it is endued. How il] it hath been 
ſpoken of in this our Time, is well 
known ro wanyzand of how ſervice- 
« able uſe it hath been, in the Cure 
of very many deplorable Diſcaſes; 
within rwenty years laſt paſt, is as 
well underſtood hy: moſt of the in» 
duſttiouſly laborious Fhyficians of 
this Ci:y 3 who can, and dayly do, 
j when 
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whenſoever they meet with Men of 
like Induſtry, teſtify for the Author, 
that unto ANTIMONT is not 
undeſervedly afligneda CH AR I- 
0T TRKIUMPHANT. For 
none were permitted to enter Rome 
in a Triumphant Chariot, that had 
not ſlayn atleaſt five thouſand Ene- 
mies, and obtained an intire Victory. 
Wherefore, if Antimony ( through 
the Gift of the woſt HI CH infited 
in it,) more than any one Simple of 
Nature, be able to ſubdue and expel 
infinite Diſeaſes ( the Enemies of 
Humane Life ) as is undoubtedly 
known itis, and to obtain an intire 
Victory qver them, why ſhould any 
Man envy that, by which his own, 
or his Neighbours, Life is or may be 
ſo well preſerved?

more injurious than profitable to

ny and laudable Preparations of the 
fame. Which Preparations are in 
no ſmall Meaſure illuſtrated by the 
preſent Annotations of the Learned 
Kirkringins. Therefore the end of 
tranſlating anew,and reprinting chis 
Work now a ſecond tnne in the 
Engliſh Tongue, was partly becauſe 
of -” aforeſaid Annotations ; and 
parrly that ſo Laudable a Work 
-might not be obliterated by time, 
and by that means the pious and 
good Intentions of the Author be 
fruſtrated , but wore' eſpecially, 
that our Ingenious Country Men, 
intent on the Knowledge of Natu- 
ral things, might 1n their own na- 
rive Langnage . find whaſoever is 
needful and neceffary for accom- 
pliſhing them | in the- Laudable 
Studies of the Works of.

In Srones, Herbs, Roots, Seeds, Animals , Plants , Mi-

Thereforc let Prayer be the firſt point of our Ad- 
monition, which alfo is, and by us 1s called Invoca- 
ton of GOD, which if made, not with Hypocriſie 
and a feiened Heart, but with fuch Faith and Truſt, 
asthat, with which the Centurion 11 Capernaum Pray- 
cd; with ſuch lowlineſs of mind, and confeſſion of 
Sins, as the Wemar of Canaan was endued with; with 
ſuch Charity -as the Samarita ſhewed to the Man 
wounded inthe Way to Fericho, pouring Wine and 
Oyl into his Wounds, paying his Charges in the 
Inn, and giving order he ſhould be very carefully 
looked to; Laltly, if a Man's Chriſtian Charity ex- 
tends it ſelf fo far, as if he obtain what he prays 
for, he would willingly communicate of the ſame 
to hjs Neighbour , then he ſhall undoubtedly ob- 
tain Riches and Health, the end of his Prayer. * 


* what the Authewr bath premiſed here at Largt, and elſrwheve often inſirred 
touching Prety, the Wiwſhip of GOD, and Invocation of his Name, I purpoſe 
neather to prazfe nor diſpraiſ 3" Lit them be judged figns of his own earni(i 
Piety, Arguments of bis ſincerity, and ſignate Impriſſes of his fervent teal (by 
jo many Tautotngits and Keiterrations) often boiling up. Erery Man, arcording 
to the Opinion of bis mind, and thi prrſwaſion, in which bs was taucated- fron 
his Childhood, will move or lift eſteem of this. It was my buſineſs to tranſlate 
the Aathours writings ints Latin, in ſuch a Method and Order, as I thought 
would in no wiſe give any diſtaſte to the. dilicate Palat of the Reader ; alſs 
fo indicatethat, which ſtems pertinent to the bufeniſs of every Chymiſt and traz 
Spagyriſt , and not to niglett the othev.

by which Cels/tial Gifts ave obtained of GOD the giver of all good things; 
0ar Aiitnour wills, that unto him the mind be lifted up, e:'0n in the midſt of the 
Opcrations of Chymiſtry full of labouy and toil. If Prayer iffifled no oth 
thing, it cirtiinly collitts the mind (called away from all othir things) into it 
ſelf and rindms it apt for that , which is in hand ;,, whence #t*comes to pa, 
that it refletts upon many things, and conſiders thim , which otherwiſe would 
not enter the mind, if it ſet about its work perfanttorily, aud diſtratied with 
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various Conceptions : And fo, by the help of; Prayer we receive many things, 
which wt (if not ungrateful ) muſt * nerds acbnowleage we have obtained from 
GOD. How often this is ſound to be of uſt in Spagyrick Works every Man 
bnows, that hath any time intirely' devoted himſelf to this buſeneſ , VIZ bow 
often thoſe things which be long ſought and could not find, have bien imparted 
to him in a moment, anA as it were infuſed from above, or diflated by ſome good 
Genus. That alſo #5 of uſt in diſſolving all Riddles , or fnigmatical Wri- 
tings : Forif you buyn with 4 great defire of bnowing them, that is Prayer; 
end when you incline your mind to this or that, varioi fly diſcuſſing an1 medita- 
ting many things, this is Co-operation; that your Prayer may not be ale, or 
tempting GOD : yet this your endeavour is in vain, until you find the Solutt- 
on. Neverthelifs if you deſpair not, but inflantly perſft in difive, and ceaſe not 
from Labour, at length in a moment the Solution will fall in; this is Revela- 
ton, which you cannot receive unleſs you pray with great atſire and labour, 
uſmg your utmoii endeavour ;, and yet you cannot perceive, bow from all thoſe 
things (of which you thought) which were not the Solution of the Aaigma, 
t'z Solution it ſelf aroſt. This unſAding of the Riddle opens to you the my» 
ſtery of all great things, and ſhews bow available Prayer 1s for the out 24nment 
of things Spiritual and Eternal, as well as Coyporal and prriibing goods : and 
when Prayer is made with 2 Heart not feigned, but fincires you will ſee that 
tre is notbing more fit for the acquiring of what you deſre.. Let theſe ſuffice 
to be ſpob-n of Prayer, which Bafilius and al! Philoſophers with him do not 
viiniy require, as an Introduftion ty Chymiſtry. For Piery 32s profitadie for 
works, e/peciaily for all Great Undertakings. 


2. Next inorder after Prayer 18 Contemplation, by 
winch 1 underſtand an accurate attention to the 
buſineſs it ſelf, under which will fall theſe conſide-

4. Aſter Preparation, and eſpecially after ſepara- 
tion of the good fromthe evil, we are to proceed 
torhe * Uſe of the Weightor doſe, that neither 
more, nor lets then is fit, may be-given. For above 
all things, the Phyſician ought well ro know, whe- 
ther his Medicament will be weak or ſtrong, alſo 
whether rt will do good, or hurt, unleſs he relolve 
to [atten the Church-yard, with the loſs of his fame, 
and hazard of his own Soul.

5. After the Medicament is taken into the body, 
and hath diffuſed it ſelf through all the Members, 
that it may ſearch out thoſe defects againſt which 
it was adminiſtred, the Ursl;ry comes to be conſide- 
red; for it is poſſible, that a Medicament diligently 
prepared, and exhibited in due weight, may do more 
hurt then good in ſome Diſeaſes, and feemto be Ve- 
nome rather then Medicine. Hence an accurate 
reflexion is to be made to thoſe things, which profit- 
or help; and they are diligently to be noted, that 
we may be mindful to obſerve the ſame in other 
caſes. 

Yet both in the * Vſeand Uriliry, this one thing 
is neceſlary to be conſxlered, viz. whether the Dt- 
ſcaſe be an external and open wound, or only an in- 
ternal and latent evil: for as thedifterence of theſe 
is great, ſo the way of curation-1s not the ſame. 
Therefore the bottom of eyery Diſeaſe is to be 
known, that it may be underſtood, whether the 
ſame may be cured by external remedies only, or 
muſt from within be drivcn outwards. 


* That Indication is to be taben from things belping and hurting, is bnown 
een to TyroS. Put what the Autbour ſnbjoyns touching internal and external 
curation, art 'not ſo rude, as not to diſerue good Attintion: And alſo thoſe 
things which he permixith with bis own Satyrical Reprebenſoon , if the Reader 
br ſo wiſe as to belirue that Bafilius intermixed them to diter the unwortby de- 
riders of Chymiſtry from apyroaching to his ſacred Arcanums, be will be wiſe 
for bimſelf.

Which may be underſtood by the 
ſimilitude of a Tree: for it any one, whillt it ger- 
minates or. flowers, repels the Humours to the Inte- 
T1Ours, whence they Procec led to the nutrimefit of 
the Earth; that I rce will be fo far trom brinzing 
ſotth the delired Fruit by the flower, that a fiiffoca- 
tion of the ſameariſcth from the violent conjuncti- 
on of humours.not hnding any out-let. "Therefore 
there 15s-great difference between treſh wounds in-

Theſe, 1 ſay, profeſs themſelves Maſters in curing 
wounds, and Doctors of Doctors; and to ſpeak the 
truth as it is, they may by a better right glory in 
this Title, then thou magnifhcent Doctor, umbrati- 
cal Chyrurgion, and moſt i 1gnorant Boaſter of T1- 
tles, why do you ſtile your felt Doctor of either 
Medicine. What more now Maſter Doctor, what 
- you, moſt expert Chyrurgion ? 1 pray be nor 

oftended at this, or take it amiſs; for you your felf 
will quickly confeſs, if you do bur ſeriouſly conſider 
wounds made by Prick or Cut, that you have as 
much knowledge in the cure of the m, as is 1n the 
Brain of adunghil Cock, which C hildren lcarning 
their A.B.C. are wont to ſet in the Fromiſpiece of 
their Primer. 

Therefore I perſwade all Men, of what ſtate or 
condition ſoever, who are delirous of Learning, 
from your Maſtersto ſcarch out the true Doctrine, 
which conſiſts in Preparation, and afterward in the 
Uſe; fo they, or you, ſhall polleſs the Title allumed 
with honour, and Men will undoubtedly have confi- 
dence inyou, and you will in very deed do them 
good , then will you to the Eternal Creator give 
thanks cordially without feigning. But let every 
Man ſeriouſly think with h himſelf, what it 1s he 
ought to do, and what he 15 to omit, and whether 
he doth juſtly or unjuſtly uſe the Title aſlumed. 
For he, who aſſumes any 'T itle, ought eſpecially to 
underſtand the condition of that Title, and why 
he aſlumed it, or what the truc foundation is. It 
15not ſuſhcient, if any one with the vulzar ſay (fa- 
ving your, reverence, let the more delicate Mcn 
pardon us, if we intending to ſpeak tothe purpoſe, 
make mention of putrefaction ) this 15 egregions 
dung, it hatha ſtrong and zrievous il favour , and 
know not how it comesto pals , that a Man, who 
perhaps 
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perhaps cats food of a moſt grateful taſte and o- 
dour, and well accommodated to his natural Appe- 
tite, thence makes excrement endued with quali- 
ties ſo contrary, and yielding an odour fo very un- 
grateful, andrepugnant to Nature : of whichthere 
15No Other reafon, then natural putrefaCtion and 
corruption. The fame happens in all Aromatical 
wall tmelling things. It is the Philoſophers part 
tocnquire, what odour is, and whence it receives 
its vertues, and in what the virtne of it may be 
made manifeſt to true profit. For the Earth is 
nouriſhed and fatned by ſtinking dung , and noble 
Fruit is produced of it. Of this matter there is 
not one cauſe only, but-our Book would ſwell to an 
huge Volume, if we ſhould but briefly hint at all 
natural Generations and mutations; yet Digeſtion 
and Putrefattion are the priucipal keys of them. 
For the Fire and Arr make a certain Marrration, by 
which a Tranſnmtation of the Earthand Water may 
follow; and this isaltoa certain mutation, by which 
of evil ſmelling Dung a moſt fragrant Balſam may 
be produced; andon the contrary, of moſt grate- 
ful Balſam ill ſayoured Dung. - But perhaps you 
will ſay, why do I produce examples to very rude 
and abſurd ? 1 do confeſs the example is taken from 
a Cottage, rather then a Royal Court; yet a pru- 
dent conſiderer of things, more accurately diving 
into the marter, will catily underſtand , what ſuch 
examples intimate to him, viz. that of the higheſt 
things the loweſt are made, and of the loweſt the 
higheſt, ſo that, of a Medicament is produced Ve- 
nome, and of Venome Medicine; of the ſweer, 
bitter, acid, and corroſive; and on the contrary 
of the corroſive, another thing more profitable. 
O good GOD, how much1is Nature abſconded 
from Men, ſo that ſhe ſeems rodiſdain to be wholly 
ſeen by us? But ſince thou haſt ordained fo ou 
ore 
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ſhort'a timeof our Life, and thon the Judge of all, 
re(21 veſt many things to thy telf m the Creatares, 
which thou haſt lett to be admired, not known , by 
us, and of which thou alone wilt be the beholder 
and Judge, grant unto me, that unto my Life's end 
I may keep thceand my Saviour in my Heart, that 
betides health and neccſlaries of the Body , which 
thou haſt liberally beſtowed, I may alſo acquire the 
health of my.Soul and Spiritual Riches; of which 
ineſtimable good lam freed trom all doubt by that 
thy mercy, in which , for me a milſcrable 1inner, 
thoudidſt (on the Tree of the Crots) ſhed the Sul- 
Phur and Balſom of my Soul; which 1s indeed a 
mortiferous Venome to the Devil, but tous Sinners 
a moſt preſent remedy. 1 do certainly heal my 
Brethren, as far as concerns the Soul, by Prayer, and 
in relation tothe body, with apt Remec lies; here- 
forel hope they will on their parts uſc their endea- 
vour, that they with me,-and 1 with them, may at 
length inhabit the Tabernacle of the Moſt High, 
and in himour GOD enjoy Eternity. 

But toreturn to my Philoſophy of Autimony, : 
would have the Reader, beforeall other things, t 
underſtand, that all things contain in thenkives CS 
operative and vivihcative Spirits ; which inhabi- 
ting in the Body feed and nourrth themſelves, and 
are ſuſtained by the Body. Elements themlclves 
want not theſe Spirits, which (the living GOD per- 
mitting that) whether they be good or evil , have 
their Habitation in them. Men and Animals have 
in thema living operating Spirit, which receding 
from them, nothing but a Carkaſs remains. In 
Herbs, and all things bearinz Fruit, a Spirit of Sa 
nity exiſts ; othe rwiſe they coul: 1nor, by any* Pre. 
paration, be reduced to Medicinal uſe. Metals and 
all Minerl:, are endued and poſleſied with their 
Own incomprehentible Spirit, in which , the my 
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and virtue of all their poſſible effects, conſiſts. For 


whatſoever 1s without Spirit, wants Life, and con- 
tains in it ſelf no vivitying Virtue. Therefore, 
YOU are T0 Know, that in Antimony allo there is a 
Spirit, which effects. whatſoever is in it, or can 
procced from it, in an invilible way and manner, no 
otherwiſe, than as in the Mavzner is ablconded a cer- 
tain inviſible power, as we ſhall more- largely 
treat in its own place , where we ſpeak of the 
AMavnet. 

But there are various kinds of Spirits; * viſible

Thele Spirits are endued with Senſes and Un- 
derſtanding, know Arts, an1can change themſclves 
10t0 
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intodivers Forms, until the time of their Judge- 
ment ; but whether a definitory ſentence ought to 
be pronounced againſt them as yet, or no, that | 
leave to the Providence of the Divine Majelty, 
from whom nothing is hid. There are other Spt- 
Tits, wanting ſpeech, which cannot ſhew themſelves 
vilibly in the very att; and they are thoſe. which 
live in Agimals, as in Men and the like, in Plants allo 
and in Minerals ; nevertheleſs they have in them- 
ſelvesan occult and operative Lite, and manifeſt 
and diſcover themſelves by their efhcacious power 
of operating, which they contain in and bear a- 
bout themſelves, and moſt apparently give teſtimo- 
ny of their virtue of healing, whenſoever that (by 
the helpof Art) is extracted from them, being ac- 
curately ſeparated from their body. After the ſame 
manner, the efficacious Spirit, and operative power 
of Antimony, manifeſts its gifts , and diſtributes 
them among Men, being firſt looſed from its own 
body, and freed from all its bonds, fo, that it is able 
to penetrate, and rendred fit to be applyed to thoſe 
Utes, which the Artificer propoſed to himſelf in 
Preparation. 

But the Artiſt and Yulcaz onght to agree: the 
Fire gives ſeparation for an operative power , and 
the Artificer forms the matter. As a Black-ſmirh 
uſeth one ſoft of Fire, alſo lron only is his matter, 
which he intends for forming divers Inſtruments. 
For ſome times of it he makes a Spit, at another 
time Horſe-ſhoes, another time aSaw, and at length 
innumerable other things, every of which ſcrves 
for that Uſe, unto which the Smith intended it, al- 
though the matter is but one, which he prepares 
for ſo many divers uſes. So of Antimony yarious 
works may be made for different uſes: in which 
the Artiſt is the Smith that forms; Yulcar is as it 
were the key which opers; and Operation and U- 

tilty 
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tility give experience, and knowledge of the Ute. 


O! it fooliſh and yain Men had bur Ears to hear; 
and true eyes with underſtanding, not only tor hear: 
ing whatl write, -but for underſtanding the Arca- 

num and knowled!; ze of the uſe; aſluredly they 
would not ſuck in thoſe infalubrious and turt F Po 
tions, but haſten to thefe limped Fountains, and 
drink of the Well of Lite. 

Therefore let xhe World know, that I ſhall 
prove thoſe pretended Doctors, who {ſcem to be 
wiſe, to be mere Foolsand Ideots, and cavſ: many 
unlearned Men (bnt ſuchas are ſtudious Diſ iples of 
my Doctrine) to become true Doctors in very deed.

who carneſtly aſpire to knowledge, with a chearful 
mind, good Conlicience, and certain hope, to em: 
brace and become Spectators oft our Loctrine , and 
accurately to peruſe my Writings and Informations; 
for fo, at length, they (being polleſſors of what 
they ſought) will extol and commend me after 
death, rendring my mortal name immortal, with 
their perpetual remembrance of my prazles, as 
long as the World endures. Bur it when l am 
dead, any one he pleaſcd ro inſtitute a difputation 
in the Schools againſt me, my writings will fully 
anſwer all his Objections, and 1 am a! (ſured my Di- 
ſciples will never forget r1e benefit recerved from 
me, by which they wul obrain the Empir e of Truth; 
which ever was to mezand always wul be to them, 
ſufficient toſupprels a Lic rothe Worlds end. * 

Alſolet the well meaning and lincere obſeryer of 
Art know, that there are two Kinds of Antzmeny 
very different cach from other : one 1s fair , pare, 
and of a golden property, and that contarms yery 
much Mercury, but the other which hath much Sul.

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Therefore one is more it for Medicine and Alchimy, 
then the other : as when the Fleſhof Fiſhes 1s com- 
pared with the Fleſh of other Animals, although 
both theſe are, and are called Fleſh, yet ca -hof theſe 
very much difters from the Fleſh of the other ; 
even ſo of Anrimony the Cifterence is the ſame. 
Many do indeed write of the Interionr virtue of 
Antimony , but few of them ever taught the true

But on the Contrary, it the Spirit only of 
the Wine be leparated , and the Aquolity left by 
it ſelf, and the ſame Spirit afterward exalted, it 
will never in any wiſe be changed into Vinegar, 
although it ſhould be kept an hundred Years, 
but- will always remain Spirit of Wine , no 0- 
therwiſle , then as Vinegar remains Vinegar. 

This Tranſmutation of Wine into Vinegar is a 
wonderful Thing; becauſe ſomewhat 1s produced 
from Wine , which was not bcfore in its vegc- 
table Eſſence.

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Therefore Preparation of Antimony conſiſts 1 
tie Key of Alchimy , by which it 1s diſlolved, 0- 
pened , divided and ſeparated; as in Calcimation, 
Reverberation X Saublimation , Fc. as we declared 
above of it. Alſo in extraQting, its Eſſence, and in 
vivifying its Mercury; which Mercury muſt after- 
vard bee precipirted inro a fixed Pouder. -Like- 
wiſe by Art and a due Mcthod, of it may be made 
an-IOyl, which .is effctual wholly to-conſume that 
new and unknown Difcale,, which the French, 1 
their Warlike Expeditions, brought into our Re- 
g10ns. The fame 1s viiible in other Preparations, 
derived from t'1e Sp4ry.c& Art and Alchimy, as for 
Example: If any on: would make Beer of Barley, 
Wheat , or cther Corn, all theſe degrees muſt 
be. moſt perfectly knowa to him , before he 
can from thoſe Grains extra:t their moſt ſubtil 
Efftence and virtue, ard redice the ſome into a not 
£8:Cac19u5 Drigck, Furſt, tic Grains mull. be fo 
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long ſteeped in Water , as untill they be able ſif- 
ficiently, to open and refolve theniſelves (as 1,when 
{| was a Young Man, .travelling into Fngland and 
Heolland , ny obſcrved to be done in thoſe 
places ) this 1s called Parref:ttion and Corruption. 


This Key being uſed , the Water is drawn oft 


trom the Grain , and the macerated Corn is laid on 
Heaps cloſe together , and left fo for a due time, 
until it ſpontaneouſly conceive heat, and by the 
ſame heat germinating, the Grains adhere each to 
other : this is Diveſtien. This being finiſhed , the 
Grains which adhercd in their Germination, ate 
ſeparated, and drycd , cither inthe Air, or by Heat 
of Fire, and fo hardned. 'l his 1s Reverberation, and 
Coaeulation. When the Co1n 1s thus prepared, it 1s 
carried to the Mill , that it may be broak and 
ground ſmall; this is Vecereble Calcination. Afﬀter- 
ward , by Heat of Fire cocting. thefe Grains, the 
More noble Tit of them is extraſted , and the 
Water is imbibed with the ſame; which without 
the aforeſaid Preparation could not have been. 
This way the crude Water is converted into Beer, 
and this Operation (though I ſpeak but rudely ) 
is and is called De/t:{lation. - The Hops , when ad- 
ded to the Beer , is the Verrable Salt thereof, 

which conſerves and preſerves fromall Contraries, 
endeavouring to corrupt the fame. "This way of 
boyling Water into Drink , by extr2ftion of the 
Spirits trom the Grains , the Sparrards and Jraliars 
know not , and in my native Soxl of Germany 
about - the Rhine, few arc found. skilled in this

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which excitcs an internal Motion and Heat 1n the 
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helpof time) Separation of the den from the rare, 
and of the pure from the impure is made; and 
by this means the Beer acqures a conſtant virtue 
in Operating , ſo that it penetrates and ctfects all 
thoſe Ends ,for which it was made and brought into 
uſe : which before could not have been; becauſe 
the Spirit, the Operator was hindred, by its own 
Impurity , from effefting its proper Work. 

In Wine alſo doth not Experience tcach the 
ſame ? That cannot , betore the timc come , im 
which the Impuritys may be ſeparated fromit, fo 
very perfectly and efficaciouſly perform its own 
Work , as after Separation of the pure from the 
impure : which by Drunkeneſs is manifeſt ;, for 
Beer or Wine unſettled, and not purifyed , give 
not forth from theinfelves ſo much Spirit for ine- 
briating, as after Clarihcation. But of this no more. 
After all the aforciaid , a new Operation may 
be .nſtituted , by Vegetable ſublimation, for ſe- 
par-tion of the Spirit of the Wine or Beer, and 
tor picparing it by Diſtillation 1nto- another 
Drink of Burning Wine, which may allo be made 
of the Lees or Dregs of Wine and Beer. When 
this is done, the Opcrative Virtue is ſeparated from 
its own body, aad the Spirit being extracted by 
Fire, fourlakes its own wprofitable dead Habita- 
tiofi, 4ii which it was commodioully hoſpited be- 
forc.

tion to the deſired End. For Antimony 1s like a 
Bird, which is carryed through the Air and as 
the Wind drives it, ſo it turns it felt which 
way that wills : here , *in this Caſe, Man atts the 
Part of the Air or Wind, and can drive and move 
Antimory, at his pleaſure, andrepoſe it in ſuch a 
place, as himſelf chooſeth : he can imbibe it , 
with a yellow, red, white, or black Colour, ac- 
cording as he deſires it ſhould be , and as he rulcs 
and governs the Fire; becauſe in Antwmony ( as 
i Mercury ) all Coloursare found ; which no Man 
ſhould wonder at , conſidering how many Things 
Nature bears abſconded in her Boſom , which 
neither you nor [| are able to comprehend in many 
days. 

If a Book happen to be given to a Man, that 
1s unlearned , he knows not what 1s lig nifyed by 
that Writing,or what that Scripture intends; for it 
IS hid from his Eyes, and he ſtands amazed, as eCow 
at the ſight of a new Door. But if unto that un 
learned Man, any one ſuggeſt the Explication of 
the Book , and teach him not on ly the matter 
contained therein, but alſo the ule of the {ame , the 
Man no more admires it, as an Art , but by this 
means it becomes to him a Common Thin ' , the 
Reaſon and Operation of which he underſtands, 
and by his own Study he can learn , conceive , ail 4 
comprehend the Utility fo perfe(tly, as nov 
none of thoſe Things , which. were contained } 
the Book , arc hid from him; becauſ: he hat! 
Icarned both to read and underſtand what 15 writ- 
ten thercur. Such a Book is Azmmony t9 thoſe, 
v.ho 
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who know not the Art of Reading ;. therefore 
| faithfully admoniſh all, who deſire to be par- 
takers of its Utilities, to bend their mind to 
know and pronounce the letters thereof , that 
ſo they may acquire the Art of Reading that 
Book ; and in ſuch a manner, that ( asin a 
School ) they may be removed from Form to 
Form; when he who hath rightly gained Expe- 
rience , ſhall preſide as Redor , and judge of that, 
which in Trial is moſt worthy : for One is worthy . 
t9 be preferred before another , in the Poſleſſion 
of that. 

But here , what comes into my mind , and 
ought in no wiſe to be palled over in Silence, 1 
think good to mention ;, viz - that at this Day 
many are found who exclaim , and raſhly pro-

prepare Venoms into Medicaments, by which (as 
they ſay ) many Mortals periſh, or, it they eſcape 
with Life , live miſerably; ſuch are Mercary,, Arſe- 
nick, Antimony, Cc. and this Clamour is cheitly | 
made by thoſe, who(if it pleaſe the GODS) are 
called Dettors * of Medicine , yet indeed under- 
ſtand not what the difference is, between Venom, 
and Medicine , but are wholly ignorant how Ve- 
nom may be prepared, ſo as to pals into a falu- 
tary Medicament; and inſtead of its malignity, put 
on a better Nature.

| noms 1ntheir Subſtance , and unleſs rightly prepa- 
red remain Venoms. - Yet after a Legitimate Pre- 
| paration , -all their Venenolity is broke, extin- 
| gniſhedand expelled, fo that no part of them re- 
mains, but what is Medicine , which rehifts all in. 
\ ternal Venoms , although moſt deeply rooted , 


being in fuch a manner prepared, as1t can no Jon- 
ger hurt, reſiſts all Poyſo , which 1s not as yet pre- 
pared , and o very well prepares and ſubjugates it, 
as it 1s compelled with the ſame to put off its 
own venomous Nature.

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into a better. For you( you Dottors I mean) muſt 
confeſs to me , that your purpoſe ts to reduce 
that Evil, from which the Diſeaſe had its Origt- 
nal , into a better State. Go tothen; will you not 
alſo grant , that if any Evil be in thoſe Things, of 
which Medicine 15to be made , the ſame Evil muft 
be converted into a better State, that it may fo 
much the better perform its operation, and more 
powerfully and profitably act , without any no- 
table peril ? Bur fince unto very few as yet is known, 
or by Experience found, the Way, by which a 
Man ought to proceed in theſe Preparations , a 
very ſmall part of theſe will aſſume and contend 
for the Opinionl here aftirm , and publickly pro- 
fels : for very many will be carryed away with 
the greater Rout, crying , Yenom , Venom | which 
Voyces , whilſt 1 hear them , put me in mind 
of thoſe wild Clamours, by which the Fews re- 
quired the Savior and Redeemer of the World , 
that he might ſuffer the Puniſhment of the Croſs , 
often crying out Cracify him , Crucify him, whom 
they proclaimed to be the higheſt , moſt preſent , 
moſt pernitious, and curſed Yemom , when as in- 
deed he was the nobleſt, ſupreme, moſt glorious 
and moſt profitable Afedicine of our Souls , which 
was todeliver us from the Death of Simmers, from 
the Devil, Hill and all Afsforrmmes. Although 
thoſe proud Phariſees and Lawyers neither could 
nor would underſtand this, neverthelefs he both 
then was, and will be to the end of the World , and 
after it toall Erermry , the ſame ſuperexcellent Me- 
dicine : and neither the Devil , nor Death , nor the 
very Gates of Hell , nor any Crearize, how power- 
ful , or perverſe ſoever, (can effect any thing at 
all, whereby ro overthrow this T ruth. 

So 1 hope, yea doubt not ( although all vaza- 
bond and circumforaneous Afcdicaſters , all Fhyſi-

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tians reſident in Ciries, and how many ſoever there 
be, that profeſs themſelves Maſters of any part 
of Medicine, do all together contrive what they 
can, and exclaim againſt Antimony ) but that the 
fame Antimony will triumph over the ingratitudes 
of all thoſe unskilful Men (for true Phyſirians and 
ſuch as are always ready to learn, I touch not 
here ) and by its own power and virtue acquired 
after due preparation, will overcame and tread un 
der foot all its Enemies. But, on the contrary , 
thoſe ignorant falſe Judges , and pertinacious con- 
temnersof Antimony , becauſe they know not the 
Truth , together with the proud and blood-thirity 
Fews , ſhall periſh, and be caſt into the Abyls of 
Hell. How ridiculous thoſe magnificent, and to 
themlelves only wiſe Dottors, {cem ro me , who 
detcrr E mperors , Kings, Princes, and all othcr 
Great Men, and (crioully admoniſh them not fo 
much as to touch ſuch Medrcines with their Lips, be- 
cauſe they are noxious , venomous, and every way 
perillous , I will not here declare, fince I fee them 
only to judge according to their own Opinion, 
without entertaining any Obſervations of other 
things, the Knowledge of which they have not 
before acquired by their own Contemplation , 
and therefore cannot judge of any thing elſe , or 
otherwiſe than they have Iearned. Therefore t» 
theſe I'fay, it there be any Man, that hath taken fo 
ſtrong a Poy/ſor, as preſent Death is necellarily ex- 
pected to follow , | will (provided the Man be 
left wholly to my Care ) give himan Autidore by 
me. prepared which ſhall continually reſiſt that 
Venem , andquickly cxpel it out of the Body. But 
I little care , wh<ther you Mr. Dodtor , who do 
Nether know this Thing , nor ever would apply 
yotir mind to know it, do light the ſame ,\and 
Teputc it 25 a ridiculous, and alecgerher falle tale;

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it is ſuſficient for me, that I amable (but if praiſe 
worthy , let praiſe be given to GOD) to prove 
and defend the Truth thereof. For I my {elf 
have experienced it, I have made,l have prepared, 
| have preſcribed this Medicine , and there wants 
not a ſufficient number of Witneſſes to confirm it 
under Hand and Scal. 

And whenſoever 1 ſhall have occaſion to con 
tend 1n the School with fuch a Doctor, who knows 
not how himſelf to prepare his own Medicines , 
but commits that Bulinels to another, 1 am furel 
ſhall obtain the Palm from her : for indeed that 
good Man knows not what Medicines he pre- 
icribes ro the Sick; whether the Colour of them 
be white, black, grey or blew, he cannot tell ; nor 
doth this wretched man know, whether the Medt- 
cament he gives be dry or hat, cold or humid; but 
he only knows, that he found it fo written in his 
Books, and thence pretends Poileſſon (or as it were 
Polſeihon ) by Pretcription; of a very long time : 
yet he delires no further Information. Here again 
[et it be lawtul to exclaim,! good GO D, to what 
a ſtate is the matter brought ! what goodneſs of 
mind is in theſe men } what care do they take of 
the Sick! Wo, wo to them! in the day of Judg- 
ment they will find the fruit of thei ignorance 
and raſhne(s; then they will ſee him whom they 
pierced , when they negletted their Neighbour, 
lought after Moncy and nothing elle : whereas 
were they cordial in their Proteſſion , they would 
ſpend Nights and Days in Labour, that they might 
decome more learned in their Art , whence more 
certain health would accrew to the Sick with their 
Eſtimation, and greater glory to themſelves. But 
lince Labour is tedious to them, they commit the 
matter to Chance , aud being ſecure of thew Ho- 
hour and content with their Fame; they {ike Braw-

1s very often permitted by GO D. The Devil 15 
the perpetual Enemy of Mankind , who imploys 
all his Strength, and all his Deceits, and omirs no- 
thing, which in him{cif is, to prevent the Know: 
ledge of the profit of true Medecine, and to exter- 
minate its uſe ; knowing well enough, that by that 
means the power and glory of GO D 1s obſcured, 
and thoſe Sacrifices of the praiſes of men are impt 
ded , by which they gave thanks to GOD, be- 
cauſc he hath infited as it were the Rayes of his 
Goodnels in the Creatures, whence they may ob- 
tain Health by a natural auxiliary, 

But ſince to diſcourſe of the Name of Anrzmony, 
15 Not t9 our purpoſe, we will deſiſt from this Mat- 
ter. For all the Praiſe of Antimony conliſts inthe 
Preparation thereof, which is made for pertecting 
tne Virtues infuſed in it from Nature by the Amurho: 
of Nate. Therefore my diſcourſe ſhall be of 
this, handling it and its known Virtue, and I will 
ENQEAVOUT tO make my Name immortal. Yet be- 
foreIcometo d. clare the Virtue of Antimony, \\nce 
I aboye confcſled, that it is meer Venom, I would 
have you know and dligently note , that Ve- 
nom 1s able to draw Venom to it felt, hecaule hke 
It {cIf, much ſooner and much more than any other 
Thing of another Natuge. Now 
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Now let any Reader conſider, and obſerve it as 
a I hing worthy of Note, that the true Unicorns- 
korn, (ophiſticated by no fallacy, repels all Venom 
from it ſelf, nor can it aſſume or draw to it ſelf a- 
ny thing of Venom, as is manifeſt by Experience. 
Let a living Spider be put in a Circle made of Un- 
corns-horn, and out of this Circle it cannot £0, -Or 
paſs over the Unicorns-horn , for it ſhuns what- 
ſocver is adverſe to Venom. Bur if the Circle be 
made of venemous Matter, it is not to be doubred, 
but that the Spider will go out of it, and pals over 
that Venom like it ſelf. Note this Experiment, 
make a piece of Silver hollow, and put it in Water, 
that 1t may float like a Boat, and put Venom to it, 
then hold a piece of true Unicorns-Horn, as nigh 
to it as you can, but {o as you may not touch it, 
that Unicorns-Horn by its ſpiritual Virtue will 
drive the Silver from it, fo that it will fie away 
like a Duck, which ſwimming on the Water flics, 
when 1t perceives the Snares of the Fowler ready 
to entangle it, But on the contrary, Nature in a 
wonderful manner loves and follows its own like, 
as appears by this Example. Pur a little piece of 
pure and fine Bread in a-diſh full of Water, fo as the 
Bread may ſwim upon the Water, hold a piece of 
true Unicorns-Horn cloſe to it, yet fo as it touchit 
not; and if you leiſurely move the Umcorns-Horn 
the little piece of Bread will follow it. Nature 
to much loves its own like, and fo much hates whar 
1s unlike it ſelf , as this flies, and that follows. 
| hercfore let our Dottoys conlider, that Venom by.

Therefore Venom may bc taken away two ways

Second- 
ly, by Like, when Venom by a certain Magnetick 
Power draws Venom to it felt.

1s harmleſs ; which IS a thing hath not as yet been 
a und out | y Doc! or's by reaſon of their own ſupine 

»whgence ; and that the TI ruth the reol may be 
demonitratcd and alto confirmed, it will not be a- 
m1i's to produce certain Experimental Examples , 
which may diſcover the Truth, and refute the falſe 
Opmie!s of others. Put an Egg, which in the

Wat.r, tnercltitlic for a dne ſpace of time, and 
the Ice vv rnaly adhere to the Egg-ſhell, but 
the Cold be cxtracted from the Exg it ſelf, and re- 
Rorcd to its piillinc yizour and intirencls.

If any One afflicted with the 
Peſt, do diligently obſerve this, he will find the 
Truth of thoſe Things I have here above mentio- 
ned : the Aftrum of Sol, and the Spirit of Mercury, 
miniſtred in. a Peſtilential Seaſon , preſerve many. 
For'the Spirit of Mercury doth alſo draw to it felt 
Its own like, and hath in it ſelf the Medicament, 
and attrattive power of all venomous Dilcaſes, 
Yer ſince the AF-um of Sol, from which (as from 
an operative and all vivifying Sun) all things in 
their kinds univerſally ariſe ; therefore 1 deter- 
mige that in the potency of Gold, more than in 
ail other Things, 1s an Operating Nature; that 1s, 
m its own Afrum, whence both it ſelf, and all Me- 
tils and Minerals, in the Beginning , received 
their firſt Nativity and Propagation of Generati- 
on. Touching which more may be ſaid, when I 
{hall manitcſt ro you the Aſftrum of Sol, and com- 
mend the ſamc moſt religiouſly to your Conſct- 
CIICC.

O you wretched and to be pitied Medicaſter;, 
who painted with a Fxcus, breath out 1 know not 
what Thraſonick, Brags , and pals over Mountain 
wanting Foundation , walking throngh Clouds in 
your own I houghts, and know not where at length 
you ſhall rett your Foot : you, I ſay, 1 admoniſh to 
conlider what you will anſwer, in the Extream Juds- 
ment of the Son of GOD. Seek, and when you 
have found , convert what you find to uſe, and {0 
periorming your Office commit the Relt to GO D, 
who will give ſucceſs, and never leave you deſtitute 
of help. But you intamous men , more mad than 
Bacchanalian Fools, who will neither learn,nor foul 
your Hands with Ccals, judge not leſt you procure 
Judgment to be pronounced againſt you, which 
your Childrens Children may write down to your 
ſhame in an undeleble Character. 

Every Phyſician ought above all Things to take 
Care, tliat he do nlither 1cts wor more, thin pro- 
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cure the Reſtitution of Health loſt, not inſtituting 
his Curation contrary to Nature, or deviating from 
her direct Intention. When Spirit of Wine is 
poured upon Aqua Fortis a vehement Ebullition is 
made, and theſe two Natures will not eaſily per- 
mit themſelves to be together, but he, that knows 
how by Diſtillation to conjoyn and unite them, ac- 
carding to the true Intention of PhiJoſophers, he 
may uſe them in many things for good. After 
the ſame manner , Oyl or Liquor of Tartar, and 
Vinegar made of Rich Wine, aCt each upon other 
for they hate and ily from each other, as Fire and 


"© Water, although they proceeded from one and the 


ſame Matter. Therefore the Phyſician ought in 


| a ſpecial mariiner to be mindful, to underſtand all 
"Þ Circumſtances from the Sick very exactly, and con- 
fider the ſame being underſtood that in Curing he 


may uſe ſuch Means, as are fit to removethe Dilcale, 
leſt the Patient be injured by the Medicine. As 
for Example, when lron is diſſolved in Aqua forts, 
if you ſuddainly pour Oyl of Tartar upon that $o- 


| lution, you ſhall difficultly preſerve the Glaſs from 


breaking; for the contrary Natures, like unto 
Gun-powder, take Fire, and break the Glaſs. Ot 
all theſe Things, our Gown Doctors know nothing 


at all; therefore they have no other Defence for 


their Ignorance, than Silence only. 

You titular Doctors, youl ſpeak to, who write 
long Scroles of Receipts : you Apothecaries, who 
with your Decoctions fill Pots, no lefs than Thoſe 
(in Princes Courts) in which Meat is boyled for the 
ſuſtentation of ſome hundreds of men : you, [ fay, 
who hitherto have been blind, ſuffer a Collyrixm to 
be poured into your Eyes, and permit them to be 
anointed with Balſom, that the moſt thick skin of 
Blindneſs may fall from your Sight, and you behold 


the Truth, as ina moſt clear Glaſs. GO D grant 
you 
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ou Grace , that you may know his wonderful 
Vorks, and the Love of your Neighbour be root. 
ed in you, that you may ſcarch out true Medicine, 
which the Ruler of the Heavens hath, by his own 
omnipotent hand , and his ineffable and eternal 
Wiſdom, from above infuſed in, imprelled on, 
and communicated to his Noble Creatures, tor the 
Good of Mankind; whence man may hnd help in 
his greateſt Necellity, and Counlcl tor Health in 
his Diſeaſes. Why do you , nuſerable Worm of 
the Earth, and food of Worms, look ſo intently 
on the Rind or Shell, and neglect rhe Kernel, bc- 
ing unmindful of your Creator , who formed you 
according, to his Image , when as you ought to 
give thanks tv him , and with diligent Study to 
ſearch out his Works, exceeding Narxure her felt ? 
Return and look into your felt, there behold the 
lmage of your own Ingratitude, that you may be 
alnamed of your ſelf, eſpecially becaule you have 
not ſearched owt thoſe Things, which the molt 
wiſe GOD, for the Good of Mortals; hath in- 
fuſed in his Creatures ; by knowing which, you 
might have offered unto him the molt acceptable 
Sacrifice of Praile and Gratitude. 

But I will put an end to this Diſcourſe, leſt my 
Tears (which I can ſcarcely keep in, from continu- 
ally falling from nune Eyes ) ſhould blot this my 
Writing , and whilit I deptore the Blindneſs of 
the World, 1 blemiſh this Lamentation , which 1 
would have xwown roall men. lama manRehgi- 
ous, incorporated in a molt holy Order, in which 
| will perſevere, as long as it ſha'l pleaſe the Omni- 
potent GOD, to animate this milerable Body 
with Vital Spirit : therefore I muſt not write 0- 
ther things, or otherwite, than is azrecable to this 
State. But had I the Office of a Secular Judge, 1 
would lit up my Voyce, and tound a Trumpet in 
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their Ears, that thoſe deaf men may hear , who 
hitherto would not acknowledge the Truth, but 
out of Ignorance, without Cauſe, fallly and ſlande- 
roally perſccute, calumniate, contemn, diſparage, 
and meditate how they may totally ſuppreſs the 
lame.

| my Father and Lord, I neither can, nor am able to 


defire in this periſhing World. 

Now , that we may write of Antimory , and be- 
gin our Diſcourſe trom the very Foundation , 
whence Antimony acquires its Empire , Iriumph 
and Glory, by which it is exalted to pertett Opera- 
tion, we mutt before all "Things ditcover the cer- 
tain Original of its Root : how it is generated in 
the Earth, to the Dominion of what Stars it is ſub- 
jetted , and what Elements have throughly d1ge- 
edit, and which they be, that have brought it to 
Maturity. 
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Maturity. /* Antimony is no other than a Fume, or 
(as I may otherwiſe call it) a Mineral Vapour, 
which is genited from above by the Stars, and af. 
terward by the Elements deduced and digeſted to 
formal Coagulation and Maturity. , Here it is to 
be noted, that Antimony hath acquired its Eſſence, 
Virtue, Power , Opcration and Quality ; from the 
ſame Principle, Root and Eſſence, whence Vulegar 
Mercury is produced; yet with more firm Coagu. 
lation, ſo that it is brought to an harder Eſſence, 
than the living or running Mercury of the Vulgar 
hath. The Reaſon of this is, becauſe it hath allu. 
med from the three Principles, alitrle-more of the 
Subſtance of Salt, than Common Mercury. For 
although of all the three Principles , it hath the 
leaſt part of Salt, yet it hath aſſumed more of the 
Eſſence of Salt, than common Mercury, whence un: 
to it hath hapned ſuch a Coagulation. Hardnel; 
in every thing is from Salt, which vulgar Mercury 
hath not. For it hath a very ſmall part of Salt, 
but in it, 1a a ſpiritual manner , is inſited a certain 
more hot Sperir of Szlphuy ;, therefore it alwayes 
tiows, and cannot be bronght to Coagulation, un- 
teſs by the help of other Metallick Spirits, which 
endued with very great Virtues, are chiefly found 
m the AMarrix of Saturn, without which it cannot 
be fixed, unleſs by him, who 'poſſeſſeth the Srone of 
Philoſophers, by which its three Principles may be 
brought to a concordant Equality, and then it ac- 
quires ſuch a Body, as will melt, flow, and abide the 
Hammer, like all other Metals: otherwiſe Mercu- 
ry isand will be fluid Mercury, until its volatility be 
this way taken away. Hence it is known, that all 
Animals and all Vegetablesare too weak to fix Mer- 
cury into a malleable Subſtance (as many have in 
vain endeavourcd) becaule all theſe have not a Me- 
tallick Nature. Afercxry, within and without, is 

nI 


propoicd by way of Sumltitade touching Afererry * 
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ro other than meer Fire; therefore it is not com- 
buſtible by any Fire, no Fire can apprehend it fo, 
25 to alter its$ Eflence , but it ſuddenly flies and re- 
ſolves it felt inroan incombuſtible Oyl Spiritually; 
or alter its fixation it remains fo invariable, as no 
ſtrength or power of men is fufhcient again to al- 
ter it. And whatlocver can now be made of Gold 
may then allo be made of it by Art ; becauſe after 
Coagulation it 1s altogether like Gold: for it with 
Gold hath one and the fame Roor, Stock, or Pro- 
duction originally.

Whitenelſs, to the Diamond and Cryital ; its 
Blew C1lour, to the Saphire; Green, to the Em- 
rald ; Yellow, to the Facinth ; Its Black , 0 the 
Granate, which Stone contains in it fclt a certain 
Blackneſs occultly abſcoaded. But as to Metals, 
the Black 1s aligned to Sarwrr, the Red to Iron, the 
Yellow to Gold, the Green to Copper, the Blew 
to Silver, the White to Mercury, and its mixture 
of various Coulours is attributed to Jupiter. But 
as all the Colours of all Metals and Precious Stones 
are clearly found in Aztimony ; io allo all the pow: 
ers and Virtues of Medicine are no lefs ſhewed in 
It, than the Colours aforeſaid : but to educe from 
it all theſe Colours is not the Labour of one man. 
For our Lite is circumſcribed with Limits more 
ſtrait, than will permit one man by his Labour 
throughly to learn whatſoever Nature keeps con 
cealed and ablconded in her Boſom. In one cer- 
tain way of Preparation, from An:mony by diltil 
lations 15 drawn forth aa Humour acid and ſharp, 
ike true pertect Vinegar. Another way 1s prepa- 
re1a ſhining Red Colour, ſweet and lavoury, aS Pu- 
rilied Honey or Sugar. Another way, a Worm- 
wood-l1ike Bittcrnels proceeds therefrom ; other- 
wile, a certain Acrimony, like ſome Salt-Oyl : thus 
always one Nature follows another. Again, by 
SU 1imarion 1t 15 driven to the Olympick Morn 
tains, like a flying Eagle, red, yellow and white. 
Alto forced down by Deſcent, it yields divers Co- 
lonrs and Preparations : alſo by Reverheration, 
Of it 15 made a Metal, like common Lead. Like- 
wile a tranſparent Glaſs, red, yellow, white, black, 
and ceadewed with other Colours : all which not- 
withſtanding, 
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withſtanding, are not fafe to be uſed in Medicine, 
unleſs they be firit proved by another Examen. 
Alſo it 1s reſolved into rare and wonderful Oyls, 
which are various and manifold, fome of which are 
made pertect with Addition, others without mixti- 
on of any other things; ſome likewiſe are taken 
inwardly, others only outwardly applied to com- 
mon Ulcers, and Wounds. Ir fupplies us with fo 
many ſeveral Extractions, varied with ſo many Co- 
jours, as it would tire a Delphian Apollo to deſcribe 
them all; but ieee@, all the Mutations of its Na- 
ture , which are diſcovered through the Gate of 
Fire, it by its own Oracles will beſt unfold. Of it 
is made living Mercury , and Sulphur which burns 
lixe common Sulphur, fo that of that Guupowder 
might be made, Ot it1s madea true and natural 
Salt; and many other things arc prepared of the 
lame. 

Therefore we beginto ſpeak of the Preparations 
thereof, as of its Fence, Mouviſtery, Arcarum, E- 
lxiz , and particular Tiniture, in which you mult 
imploy all diligence and Care; eſpecially when 1 
ſhall in my Writings declare to you the Stone of 
Fire, and its Preparation, together with other va- 
rious Secrets and Arcanums , which indeed arc 
ſcarcely at all known to the World ; and which 
have bcen little regarded, ſince the Ep yprians, Ar.z- 
bians and Chaldeans dyed, who profeſiled thele Arts ;

And 
if any Swine labour with a Diſcale about his Liver 
or other Parts, or elſe be Leprous, Antimony cauſeth 
the Leproſie to be drycd up and expellcd. 

'T his Example ſeems indecd to found ſomewhat 
grols and ruſtical, to the Ears of Great men eſpe- 
cially ; but my purpoſe in propoſing it only was to 
the end, that private Mcn and ZLaicks, whoſe Brains 
were not by Nature fabricated to the moſt ſubtle 
Philoſophy of the Learned,may ſee the Truth here- 
of, in the very Operation it ſelf , with their own 
Eycs; allo that by this rude Propoſal, they might 
give 
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give greater credit to my other Writings, in which 
I have ſpoken a little more ſubtely of theſe Things. 
Yet I would have no man, following me as his Au- | 
thor, to give a Medicine of Crude Animony to * 
men; for mute Animals can m their Stomach con- 

cot much more hard Foods, than the render Com- 

plexion of Men is able to digelt. Wherefore, he 

who would rjghtly and with profit uſe Antimony, 

he muſt learn the Preparation thereof firſt, and af- 

terward know the Doſe, as what is convenient for 

the Young, and what for the Old ; how ntuch may 

be given to robuſt Bodies, and how much to the 

weak, in which no ſmall Myſtery of this Art conſiſts, 

the ignorance of which will do more hurt than an 

umprudent Phyſician can do good. 

Should 1 confirm all things by Examples, that 
would be the Cauſe of a very Prolix Writing; 
therefore -will break oft this Diſcourſe, and paſs 
on to another Preparation of Antimony, and de- 
ſcribe its fixednes; which aQts like Wine , from 
which its Spirit is ſubſtratted and ſeparated from 
its Body. This Spirit heals the Body internally, 
and if exterrially applied,draws to it felt all the Hear 
of a part inflamed : but, on the contrary, when 
of the Wtne, Vinegar is made, it cools, either in- 
wardly or outwardly applied ; although the Wine 
and Vincgar haye their Original from rhe ſame 
Root, and proceed from the ſame Stock. The 
Reaſon of this diverſity is, becauſe Vinegar 1s 
made through digeſtion only, by which Putrefacti- 
on of ' the Wine follows, together with a Vegera- 
ble Fixation : but on the contrary, Spirit of Wine 
is made with Separation by diſtilling, or vegetable 
ſubliming, which renders the Spirit volatile. By 
like reaſon Anrimony is prepared , and _— 
to its diyers Preparations hath divers Effects, an 
diyerſly communicates its Gifts to us, which are 

G4 ſcarcely 
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* Diaphoretick Antimony is ſol in Slops , bat what 
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ſcarcely comprehenſible 'by the humane Intellect. 
But the Fixedacſs thereof, touching which 1 here 
treat, 15 thus prepared. 

Take of Ammonyasmuch as you will, grind it 

to a ſubtle Powder, which put into a Cucarbir, and 
pour on it of Aqua fortis ſo much as will ſtand a- 
boye it the breadth of fix Fingers; and having well 
and firmly cloſed the Veſlel, place it in a ſubtle heat 
for ten Days, that the Matter may be extracted, 
Decant off this ExtraCtion pure and clear, and filter 
it, that it may be free from all feculencies and Im- 
Purities; then put this Extraftion into a Glaſs- 
Body, and abſtract all the Agua fortss by Diſtillation 
in Aſhes or Sand, and in the bottom the Powder of 
Antimony will remain ydlow and dry. Upon this 
pour diſtilled Rain-water, and put it ina like Glaſs 
in moderate heat, and you will _— a Red Extracti- 
on. This again filter , and gently diſtil off the 
Rain-water by B. AM. and the Powder will remain 
red in the Bottom. Upon this red Powder pour 
ſtrong diſtilled Vinegar : this Vinegar will in ſome 
time draw to it ſelf the Colour red as Blood, and 
put down Feces. Afterward diſtil oft the Vinegar, 
and there will again remain a red Powder. This 
Powder reverberate continually for three days to- 
gether without ceaſing in an open Fire; This be- 
ing done, abſtract the Tintture from «it by Spirit 
of Wine, andeſeparate the Feces remaining from the 
Fincture. All theſe Works beirtg with fo great 
labour performed, again ſeparate the Spirit of 
Wine by diſtillation 1a B.lzeo, and a fixed * Red 
Powder will remain, which operates wonderfully.

Half a dram of this being taken thrice a day, 
viz, Morning, Noon, and Night, or oftner , hurts 
no man ; for it expels all clotted Blood out of the 
Body, and being long taken fecurely opens all pe- 
rillous Impoſthums, and expels them; radically : 
cures the French Diſeaſe, cauſcth new Hairs to grow, 
and notably renovates the whole man. 
SOD {mce I have taught ro make a fixed Powder 
| Antimony, and the Extraction thereof very com 
Lon tor Ulc, leaving this Diſcourſe, | purpoſe 
briefly to treat of the Flowers of Antimony, which 
may be many ways prepared. But the greateſt 
part * of men neither can diſcourſe of, nor anſwer 
to theſe; becauſe they have not learned the Pro- 
ceſſes of ſuch Operations: bur the leaſt part, viz. 
the Diſciples, Apoſtles, and Followers of the Spa- 
eyrick Art, will more cltcem my Writings, more 
Liligently read them, and more prudently give 
Judgement of the ſame.

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Ty is the moſt certain and fo ſalutary and profitable an Art proſcribed ? Bt 
*zuſe there ave men found, which uſe not the Art it ſelf, but the Name and Sha- 
dow of this Art. Tot I am wrewilling to prolong this 'Apology, left Eny, 
which bath. beex the greateſt Cauſt of Calumny, fall upon me in thu manner la- 
menting, whalſt I bear Bafilius encouraging hus , and have reaſon to appland 
our own Times, in which ſome part of that moſt thick Cloud, which caſt out 
ſo many Thunders, # already vaniſhed. In Shops thry now ſell Medicaments, 
Chymically prepared (as they ſay) and thoſe wiry Perſons, who are willing 
meſtly to be eſteemed Hippocratick Diſciples , ſcarcely dare to condemn Chy- 
miſtry, and ſince thiy call ints uſt what art made by the Chymical Art, they 
cannot deny it. Ave not thoſe Times at hand, in which Elias the Artiſt, the 
Revealer of greater Myſteries is to come ? Of whoſe Coming Paracelſus þ 
clearly propbefied in various places of bus Writings ? Perhaps it wilt be worth 
our while, for the Solace of the oppreſſed Diſciples of Baſilius, to quote certain 
plates, in which bepredifts the coming of Elias not then born: which if an 
One cammodiouſly intevprit, as all other Sayings of that man are to be taben , be 
will find nothing of ebſwdity in them, unleſi he reſolve to diſcover bus own 
abſurd Stupidity , or wicked Envy. In the Book of Minirals, Chap. 8. Pa- 
racelſus thus writes : #hat is moſt vile, GO D ſuffers to be diſcovered, but 
what is of greater moment us yet hid Fom the Valgar, until the coming of Eli- 
as the Artiſt ; otheysrcad , wntil the Avt of Elias, when be comets. And «- 
gain, in bis Book of Minerals, Treatiſe the firſt. It 4s indeed true (faith he) 
that many things lit hid in the Earth, which I, as well as others am ignorant of. 
Foy this I bnow, GOD, #n time to come will manifeſt hs Whnders, and bring 
to light many move of them, then unto this Day have birn bnown by us. Allo 
this ts true; there is nothing abſconded , which ſhall not be revealed 5, thire- 
fore theve cometh One, whoſe Magnale lives not yet , who ſhall reveal many 
Things. 

Therefore be comforted, be comforted , O Lover of Chymiſtry , and prepare 
the way of that Elias, who brings happy times, and will reveal more Servets than 
our Anceſters, by reaſon of Envy, and the Iniquity of their Days durſt diſcover. 
#heſorver thaw art, conveying in this Art, conſ;y ſome ſmall matter to this ft- 
lictty ; and let us give the World that Medicine, which by yeaſon of evil Hu 
mors predominant, ut canno! tabe all at on:'t, by degrees, that it may gradually 
yecover of its Diſeaſe, 2nd tor Times of Elias come (for Arts alſo, as well as is 
underſtood of other things, have their Elias, ſaith Theophraſtus) where it wil 
be lawful for wsto ſprab freely of theſe things, and openly to do good to our 
Nerghoours, without priſecation of the Impious. Read, underſtand, and com- 
fort your ſelf with thiſe, 


But, my Diſciple and Follower, if you will imi- 
tate me,my advice 1s, that you take up your Crols, 
at firſt, and ſuffer as 1 have ſiifferes ;, learn to bear 

.Pertecution, as I haye already born it, labour, - 
al 
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all our Predeceſſors with me have done; with con- 
tinual Prayers ſcek unto the Lord © OD, and be 
thou patient, and laborious without wearineſs, and 
thenthe Moſt High, who hath RE heard me, 
will not forſake Thee : for this Cauſe1every hour 
givethanksto G © D, as my Eyes filled with Tears 
can and do witneſs. 

Now, to proceed in my Inſtruction, touching 
the Flowers of Antimony , it is to be underſtood, 
that the true Flores of Antimony , may be prepared, 
not one, but yarious ways, as 15 known to every 
Spagyriſt. Thereare ſome who drive them, mix'd 
with Sal- Armoniack,, over by Retort; then they 
edulcorate them, by walhing away the Sal Armom- 
ack, and theſe they greatly eſteem ; for theſe 
Flowers are of a fair and white Colour. Others 
have peculiar Inſtruments for this Work, prepa- 
red with windy Caverns, through which the Anti- 
mony may receive the Air, and be fublimed. O. 
thers, ſctting three Alembecks one upon another 
ſublime them with ſtrong Fire, and with one and 
the fame labour make white , yellow , and Red 
Flores; all which ways 1 have tried, and found no 


. Error in them : But the Proceſs, by which I make 


Flowers of Antimory, molt profitable for Medicine, 
and more efficacious in their Operations is this. 

| mixed the red Flowers of Antimony with Col- 
cothar of Vitriol, and ſublimed them together 
thrice. So, the Eſſence of Vitriol aſcends with 
them, and the Flores are more ſtrong : which being 
done, 1 extraCt the ſame Flowers with Spirit of 
Wine. The Faces ſettle tothe bottom, and ſepa- 
rate themſelves from the Spirit. Theſe the Arti- 
ficer lays aſide, and diſtils off the Spirit of Wine 
in B. AL. until the Powder remains dry. 

Theſe are my prepared Flowers of Antimony , 


Which | adminiitred to my Brethren, and others, 


who 
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who inthere Neccſlities, required help of me, for 
their Souls ſpiritual, in reſpef&t of my Eccleſiaſtical 
State,& for their Bodies temporal, by reaſon of the 
Truſt they repoſed in my Art. Theſe Flores purge 
gently,without frequent,or exceſlive Stools, & have 
eured many Tertian & Quartan Feversallo very ma- 
ny other Diſeaſes;fo that I purpoſed, by the help of 
our Saviour Jeſus,and his moſt Holy Mother Afary, 
to ordain in my Teſtament a perpetual Monument 
upon my Altar, of all the Cures which I have per- 
formed by his grace;that I might ſo doing,not only 
give thanks to GOD, bur alſo make my Gratitude 
known to Poſterity,that theylikewiſe may acknow- 
ledge the wonderful works of the Moſt High,which 
I (by my diligence) have extratted from the Bowel; 
of Nature, and which he himſelf had hid and ah- 
ſconded in her profound and moſt ſecret Receſles. 
But touching the Sublimations of Anrimeny,which 
are afterward called Flowers; let the Reader fur- 
ther obſerve viz. that they are like Waters,which: 
break out in high Mountains.Now,ot the diflcrence 
of waters,which ariſe in the higheſt Mountains,yea 
in higher than they,if ſuch can be found;tor even un- 
rothem would the waters aſcend;ſince it known, 
that. in the tops of the higheſt Mountains, Springs 
do yery often iſſuc it;and of other waters which are 
found by digging deep in the Earth, and by follow- 
ing their Springs mult be ſearched out:any man may 
jadge that the Marrix of waters inthe Earth, is on 
one part more aboundantly repleniſhed with the 
Riches of waters, then on anotheryſince every Ele- 
ment hath a peculiar Marrix,cither ſtrong or weak, 
according as it is produced by the Sydws, whence 
Elements derive their Original and have being. 
Now, when ſuch a Marrex is ſtrong and potent in 
the Earth, it can drive forth its Seed ſtrongly and 
eſlicaciouſly from it ſelf, by a yehemenrt Preſſure, 
even

the very top of the Babylomſh* Tower.

If any fatuate man hear this my Diſcourſe, he 
will ſay, Iameither mad or drunk with Wine; bur 


this will be.no other thana Reproach, like to that, 


which was caſt upon the Diſciples of our Saviour. 
Of Sublimation, the Reaſon is the ſame; for as 
Waters,which are many times found inthe higheſt 
Mountains,are more ſalubrious,and more cool than 
thoſe, which by digging deep into the Earth are 
found inPlains:ſo,if the Matter by preſſure & force 
of fire be driven upwards to the Mountains of the 
Ancient Wiſe men,who died long before my time, 
the Earth, which for the moſt part is unprohtable, 
remains until its Salt ſhall be extracted from it for 
its proper\uſe. T hus is made Separation, by which 
the Evil may be diſtinguiſhed from the Good, the 
Pare from the Impure;the thick from the thin, the 
ſubtle from thatjwhich is not ſubtle,and the Venom 
from the Medicament. Wemiſcrable Mortals,by 
Deathwhich we have deſerved for our Sinsare put 
into:the Earth, until we putrefte by time,and bere- 
duced to filths; and afterward by the Heavenly Fire 
and Heat raiſed, clarified, and exalted to a Celeſtial 
Sublimation , where all our Feces, all Sins, and e- 
very Impurity ſhall be ſeparated, and we madethe 
Sons of G O D, and of Eternal Life , unto which 
the Lord of his Mercy and Goodneſs bring me 
with you. But I hopeno Man will take amils this 
Coruparation of the Mundane with the Spiritual, 
viz. the Heavenly Exaltation with the _ hly Sub 

. limation. 
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limation. For no man ſhonld ſuppoſe what 1 
have done, to be done without Reaton, but rather 
know, that I am ignorant whart is white or black, 
how much the tenebrous and diſmal Air differs 
from the ſerene and clear Heaven. Therefore ler 
us break off 'this Diſcourſe, and produce another 
Preparation of Antmony. 

Let the Diſciple, Apoſtle, and faithful Imitator 
of Art, underſtand this Inſtruction, and according 
to theſkfic Philoſophick Doctrine faithfully con- 
ſider, thatevery Extraftion from Antimony (as allo 
from all other Things) hath great difterence in O- 

tion, which neither conliſts in the Matter, nor 
1s known by the Matter, from which it 1s drawn; 
but conſiſts and remains in the Preparation, and in 
the Addition, by which the Virtue is extrafted 
from the Matter , as is known by Experience; as 
for Example. Whatſoever is Extrafted from Ar- 
timony, Or any other thing with Spirit of Wine, 
hath a far other virtue of Operating, than thoſe; 
which are extratted with good and ſharp Vinegar. 
The Cauſes of this 1 have already hinted in my 0- 
ther Writings; but the principal Canfe 15 ,. be- 
canſe all ExtraQtions made with Spirit of Wine, 
from Amimony, or any purgmg Herbs, Roots, or 
Seeds (uimderſtand of the firſt Extraction) porwer- 
fully expel by Seidge: but on the contrary, what- 
ſoever 15 extracted. with Vinegar , purgeth not 
downward, but rather prevents that, and retains 
in acertain peculiar manner, by which the Volatile 
1s changed into fixed, 

This is a ſingular Secret, and an Arcanwn of great 
price ; but there are none, or very few found, who 
mind ſuch things; becauſe many things are hidden, 
and lie deeply buried in this Ar-camm , which no 
One, cither Maſter or Servant, nor any Wile man 
of this World tath unto this Day oblerycd or con- 
fidered. I iites 
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Therefore the Extraftion of Antimony is made 
twoways, viz. with Vinegar, and with Spirit of 
Wine. Vinegar obſtructs, and' Spirit of Wine, of 
it ſelf powerfully expelsand cauſeth Urine, as alſo 
Stools ; as elſewhere in another manner is ſhew- 
ed, and eſpecially where 1 ſpeak of my Twelve 
Keys, as namely, that the ExtraCtion of Glaſs of 
Antimony moderately purgeth ; but on the con- 
trary the Extraction of the ſame Glaſs, which is 
made with Vinegar purgeth not: which is true and 
not permixt with any falſity. But this Experi- 
ence gives occaſion of thinking and reflefting, by 
which way of Reaſoning, Nature gives promotion 
and production to a true Philoſopher. But it is a 
thing much to be admired , that every Subject , 
which is firſt of all extracted with Spirit of Wine, 
ſhould have a Purging Property. Yet when Glaſs 
of Antimony 1s from the beginning extratted with 
diſtilled Vinegar, and that Vinegar again abſtract- 
ed, and theu the Antemony extracted with Spirit of 
Wine, all its venomous purging virtue paſſeth a- 
way, and no ſign thereot remains, nor aſſumes it 
to it ſelf any power of provoking Stouls; bur it 
performs its Operations by Sweat, and other ways, 
chiefly by Salivation and Ejeftion by the Mouth ; 
it ſearcherh out all hurtful Evils in the Body, purg- 
eth the Blood , heals the Diſeaſes of the Lungs, 
and profits thoſe who are ſtrait-breaſted , and 
troubled with a frequent Cough. In a word ir 
Cures very many Diſeaſes , alſo allwageth a Ma- 
lignant Cough, and whatſoever is of that Diſpo- 
lition, and is a Mechcine very adfurable. 

Moreover, there is another Extrattion of Ant 
made in this manner. Grind crude Antime- 
ny to powder , and pour upon it ſtrong Vinegar, 
not of Wine, but made of its proper Miners, and 
expoſe the Mixture iu a Veſſel well cloſed to the 
Solar 
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Solar heat; then, aſter ſome time the Vinegar will 
be tinged with a Blood-like Colour, pour off this 
Extraction clear, filter it, aud diſtil by Alemhick 
inSand: then again, in diſtilling, it ſhews admira. 
ble Colours, pleaſant to the Sight, and wonderful 
in Aſpect. This Oyl * at length becomes Red as 
Blood, and leaves many Feces and prevails againſt 
many Infirmities : for its ſingular Virtue aad Uſe 
is commanded in the Leprofic ; the New Diſeaſe 
lately riſen amongſt the Souldiers is by it conſum- 
*cdand dried up, and indecd it cfftefts Wonders.

This Salt dry, and mix with it Fenenicr Farth

This Oyl is ſalutary in many grievous Accidents, 
and eſpecially in old wounds, ſo that few Medicines 
are found, which muſt not give place to this. Onl; 
that Oyl, which is prepared with the Vulzar Sub- 
limate of Apothecaries, is equal unto it in Effects, 
and is oftentimes by Experience found to be better, 
elpecially in the Wolf and Cexcer, and in the No! 
me tancere, But in ordinary Filtula's, and the 
Herpes the {uperiour Oyl effects wonders, which 
were they not confirmed by Experience, could not 
be believed, and all which1 recite not, leſt lome 
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one or other ſhould judge mc to do it from Ambi- 
tion, Or that thence 1 hunt alter Fame, which was 
never by me either ſought or delired ; nor at this 
time, aslcan holily afhcm, is it aimed at by me. 

Now I will give you the Preparation of another 
Oyl. 

Take Mercy mortified (which is ſublimed to 
clearnels and Splendor, and fold by Apothccaries) 
and Antimony, of each equal. parts. Grind them 
r2gcther, and diſtil them by ſuch a Retort, as wil! 
retain the Spirits thrice , and afterward rcCi 
this Oyl with Spirit of Wine. Then the Opera 
tion is ablolved,and the Oyl becomes red as Blood ; 
but at fuſt ic is White, and like lce or congealed 
Butter. This Oyl cftects wonders in many Aﬀects, 
where Nature gave no hope of Amendment, and 
it always moſtly ſhews its force, virtue, power, 
and efficacy, in thc pertect Emendation of Evil in- 
to Good, 

By Addition may be prepared another Oyl ve- 
ry profitable in extcrnal Wounds. 

Take of Hitimon) One part, Sulphur one part, 
Sal- Armoniach,, or Salt of Urine purified half a 
part, andCalx-F'ive two parts, Expel the Oyl 
ſtrongly : whatſocver is ſublimed, that grind with 
the Cypur-mortaium , and thereon again pour the 
Oyl diſtilled off, and thrice diſtil it, then the Oyl 
15 Prepare. 

When old Wounds can in no wiſe be healed, 
then uſe this Oyl. For it 1s ſtrong, potent and pe- 
netzative: and lays a good Ground (even as Qyl © 
Vitriol doth) for future Sanation. 

An admirable Balſom of divers Ingredients (a- 
mong which is Antimony) very ulciul in old 
Wounds, is thus prepared. 

Take of Sulphur Ziiij. fet it over a moderate 
Fire tomelt, aud put into it half. a poun 1 of Ader- 
car 
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, and ſtir the Mixture ſo long together, as un. 
til both become one Maſs. This Maſs grind to 
Powder (for it is made as Chmabary is wont to be 
prepared) then grind with it Fii1j. Ot Amtimony, of 
red Arſersck Fin.. of Crocus Aarti Fi), and of 
Powder of Tues Zviij. Pur all theſe into a Glak 
Cucurbit, and ſublime them, as ſuch things arc 
wont to be ſublimed; and in this Sublimation you 
will have Rubies in Colour not inferiour tothe Ori- 
ental, butthey are not fixed ; for they are volatile, 
and fly from the Fire. Let the Artificer ſeparate 
theſe Rubies from the Cinnabar, which aſcends in 
the Sublimation, grind them to Powder and cx- 
tratt them with ſtrong Vinegar. This being done, 
let him abſtraCt the Vinegar leaſurely in B. 4. and 
a Powder will remain; this Powder grind ſmall as 
before, and having put it into another Glaſs, ex- 
tratt its Tinfture with Spirit of Wine, and ſep" 
rate the remaining Feces. This Extraction with 
Spirit of Wine digeſt in B, M4. well cloſed for one 
Month. Then abſtraft the Spirit of Wine, as 
you abſtrated the Vinegar , and put the remain- 
ing, Powder of Wine intoa flat Glais Diſh, and ſer 
that Diſh ina Cellar into a Pail full of Water, that 
i may Swim _ppon the Water, as a Boat. Sv 49 
ng. the Powder which is in the Glas will in a tew 
days reſolyc it ſelf into a clear and perlucid Li 
quor. 

This Liquor 15 falutary in ol op?n Worn, 
and is a vulnerary Balſom 1 like Accidents, it put 
into them, and they covered round with a common 
Stiptick Plaiſter. In diuturnal open Wounds, i 
Icaves nv man deſtitute of help, although ſuch, a3 
mtheCurc of which all other Remcdics have bcen 
tried in vain. Of open Ulcers, which have their 
Original from within, I ſpeak not here; for rhey 
cannot perfectly be healed without internal Re- 
meccs,

medies, which drye up all Fluxions, and radically 
extirpate the Diſeaſe: although at this time few 
are found, who bend their thoughts this way, or 
take any Courſe to touch the Root it ſelf of thoſe 
Diſeaſes, of which I now treat. 

If Mca would in their Minds well conſider the 
Calamities of Life, into which the Fall of our firſt 
Parents precipited us, and ſeriouſly weigh that O. 
riginal Sin, and the great troop of Eyvills thence 
iſſuing, Y:iz : of Sadneſs, Anguiſh, Diſeaſes and 
Miſerics, they certainly would ſpend their time 
better, and imploy more labour to ſearch out the 
health of their neighbours, fa ſtriftly commended 
to them by the Supream Ruler of Heaven, and by 
him commanded as their proper Duty. But how 
many ( with grief be it ſpoken! ) ſhunning labour, 
ANNIE time unproftably, and do not what 
ws to be done by them, but what they formerlv 
have done, and ſtill have aluſt to do, being aftrayd 
todo ſo much, as will ſoyl their Fingers Ends; as 
if they did envy the Tradeſman, who perhaps gets 
a ſmall Gain by ſelling Soap, which they would not 
willingly buy, to walh their delicate hands. Are 
not all we miſerable Mortals, that live heregStran- 
gers inthe Earth, poſleſling nothing, that we can 
call ours? Are not all Things we here uſe, the 
Goods of our Lord, lent tous, whilſt we live and 
no longer ? Therefore we ought lo to behave our 
Selves innling them, that ſupported with a goed 
Conſcience we may be able to ſtand in that Day, 
an which an Account is to be given tor them; and 
be not for our Ingratitude caſt into Prifon, and ut- 
ter Darkneſs where ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing 
of Tceth. Ifrthis were the Meditation, and this 
the Intention of every Man, he would be like a 
Monſter, if he ſhould think of admitting Sin in him- 
ſelf, or of negleCung his Offtce; and all Mcn 


world, 
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would, witha certain Emulation ſtrive to pleaſure 
their Neighbours, with the Gifts received from 
GO D. But theſe things are remote from the 
thoughts of the World, and Wordly Men ; A6- 
nev, Money, is the Scope of all their Intentions; this 
the Potent ſeek direCtly or indirectly, and for this 
the Poor are fſubſervicnt. to them, that they alſo 
may participate of tle Mammon of Iniquity. 

Yet take heed, .Ladvile you to take heed, leſt 
the Bones of thatFleſh, ſticking in your Throat, 
Suffocate you, or the Back-borics of Fiſhes pierce 
your Heart. But what doth Admonition help 
which the World little elteemes of and derides ? 
Hear, | pray you an Hiſtory ; or lcarn a Parable. 
Whenl, according to my Vow, undertook aPil- 
grimage toSt. James, to vilit that holy Placeasa 


Stranger, Iprayed to G OD, and bound myſelf 


with a Vow, that it he granted me an happy Re- 
turn to my Monaſtery, 1 would render himdue 
Prayers. He granted my Requelt, and Idailyre- 
turn Thanksto him. But I thought many more 
would have rejoyced with me, and have giver 
thanks to the ſame GO D, for the famous Reli- 
ques, which at that AF; ge et with me to our 
Monaſtery, ( tor Conſolation ot the Poor, and ma- 
ny Others ) that it might procure to it ſelf a Name, 
1m this periſhiag Valley of Tears, that could not 
bec wiped out by any Oblivion. Yet hence few 
were rendred cithcr better; or more gratcfulro 
GOD, for {o zrcat a ben fit; but perievered in 
Derilion an;1 Contempt gf that, which GO D will 
vindicate in the laſt Day. 

Bur of theſe enough at this timeglet us proceed in 
our Inſtruction of Animony, whence yet another 
Medicine may bc prepared, which my ſelf have 
experienced t9 be very falutary; and efteual mn 
every kind of Feavcrs, and in the Pelt.lence. 
Grid 
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Grind Antimony ſubtily, put it into a Glaſs Re- 
Ire, and diſtil it with a ſtrong fire, without any 
ddition, 4. or 4. times, and alwayes with a large 
leceiving Veſlel; at length of it is made a Red 
ouder, which extract with Vinegar,and circulate 
he Extrattion with a gentle fire for ten whole 
Dayes; abſtract the Vinegar by Diſtiling, and thar 
which remains, by aſingular * Arrtifice in diſtilling 
will be changed intoan Oyl. Letrhis Oyl be fur- 
ther Circulated until all Humidity be drawn off 
therefrom, and it again be reduced to Pouder, as 
twas; when the Vinegar is abſtracted and ſepara- 
ted by Diſtillation, then gather the Oyl in a new 
Receiver.

Four Grains ofthis Oyl taken with water of Car- 
tus Benedittas, it the Sick be well covered and 
Seated, heal Quoridran, Tertian Ouartan Fevers. 
The lame Doſe is very available for expelling the 
Peſt, either given with Spirit of Wine, or with 
diſtilled Vinegar, according as the Paroxyſm of 
the Peſt firſt invades, either with Heat, or with 
Cold. Which is witnelled ty three Brethren in our 
Monaltery, who recovered of the Plague by this 
Arcanyum, when they expected no other but Death, 
and had made their Wills. This fo reconciled 
their Minds to this my Art, as- they helped me, 
with greater Zeal then before,both by their Pray- 
ers and Labour,and ſpent the leiſure time they had 
exempt from Religious Dutyes, in ſerving me days 
ly; and ina ſhort time attainedro fo great Expe- 
rience, that by their own Induſtry, and the In- 
dultry of their Brethren, they gained more true 
Knowledge in ſearching out the Arcauums of Na- 
pure, 
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ture, then ghey could hefore obtain m alonge 
ſeries of time. Therefore,, for theſe Men, | 
give them thanks, even unto my very old Age, 
and in very deed Ireturn them thanks, becauſz 
they deſerved ſo well of me, aud of others, by thei: 
ſo faithfal Labour ; but they finiſhed their Courk 
of this Liſe before me, and entred the way of 
Fleſh, wherefore | recommend their Reward to th 
Supreme Phyſitian,who dwells in the higheſt Hea- 
vens, and there will refreſh them with ſufficient 
Joy, and makeup in Heayen that Juſt Recompency, 
which here on Earth was denyed them by ignorant, 
and ungrateful Men.

Takeot Antimony, Sulphur, Saltntre, of eache 
qual parts; Fulminate thoſe under a Bell, as Oylot 
Sulphur per Campan. is made ;, which way of preps 
ring hath long ſince been known to the Antients. 
But Conſider, you will have a better way, if inſtead 
of a Bell, you take an Alembeck *, and apply to it 
a Recipient; ſo you will obtain more Oyl, wht 
will indeed be of the ſame Colour, as that which 1 
made of Common Sulphur, but in powers and v!'-

This Oyl may commotdiouſly and ſecurely be 
taken 1nwardly ;, but with great Prudence and 
Caution, and not oftner then rwice or thrice 1n a 
Week,and no more at one time,then three Drops 
an 213. of Wine, or other Water diſtifled from 
Herbs, according to the Exigency of the Diſeaſe. 
For this Reaſon, it is the Phyſlitians part to know 
the Cauſes of Diſeaſes, togcther with the Complex- 
1n of the Sick, that he may the more ſecurely ulc 
tus Remedies. 

Thisisa famous Aerimony * containing in it felt 
matty Arcarnums ;, but there is no need to reveal 
ail things rogether and at once to unskillful men. 
Some Arts are tobe ſuppreſicd, thar ſome Secrets

But let him, who reſolves to tread in my Foot- 
ſteps not be weary of Searching; but what I 
baye done, let him do, and whas 1 have fo often 
delired, and what with fo earneſt Wiſhes I have 
ſought, Ict him ſeek. Thele Principles, which I 
have preſcribed you, are ſufficient for to 
ſearch out the End by. Many have failed, yea 
many have been cut, off by Death, beforg they 
could in their Learning attain to the Principles 
only; that is, they were deprived of Life, be- 
fore they could acquire the Magiſtery of Art. 
Therefore, 1 at firſt fer forth a Book of Rudi- 
ments, that the Studious follower oi Arr (who 
in his firſt Experiences had need of ſo much time ) 
might the ſooner attain his deſired end, and 
wiſhed Scope, and next unto GOD give me 
thanks. ; 

Moreover, in this Oyl a wonderful EffteQ is 
latent. For if this. Oyl- be circulated with Cry- 
ſtals for ſome time, viz. for three Days and 
Nights (the Cryſtals being firſt Calciaed ) it from 
them extracts a Salt : which being done, the Oyl 
may again be diſtilled oft by Retort. Thus you 
will have a Medicine , which admirably breaks 
the Stone wnthe Bladder, and expels ity and alſo 
Y eficcts 
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effets many other Things,by a certain famous vir-

But that we may alſo ſay ſomething of the Lead 
of Philoſophers, let the curious fearchers of Na- 
ture know, that between Antrmory and common 
Lead, there is a certain near affinity, and they 
hold a ſtrift friendſhip each with other. As a 
Tree caſts out of it's fide it's ſuperiluous Rofin, 
which is the Sulphur of that Tree; as the Cherry- 
tree, and other Trees, which give- forth ſuch 
Gums: there are other kinds of Trees alſo, which 
by reaſon of their abundance of Mercury, produce 
and caſt forth from themſelyes a certam Excreſcen- 
cy, which neither in Form, nor Virtne is in any 
wiſe like to their Fruit ; but hath wholy other 
properties, as in Oaks and Applc-trees 15 apparent, 
which produce like baſtard Fruits, or Monſters : 
So the Earth alſo hath like abortive Fruits, which 
in Separation fromthe pure Mctals, are leyered and 
caſt ous. : 

Now, althongh there is ſo ſtrict an attinity be- 
tween Antimony, and Sarurn ; yet by reaſon of the 
too much Salphur , which Antimony hath in it 
ſelf, it is caſt ont from it: becauſe its viſcous 
Body ( in it's Nativity) could not come to per- 
feftion; and therefore it was conſtrained neceſla- 
rily to conſiſt among Minerals : becaute it's abun 
dance of hot Sulphuy was the Cauſe, that hindred 
It's Afercury, that through defect of Cold. it conld 
neither come t9 Coagulation, nor into a Malleable 
Pody.

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tion. If to Lovers the Succeſs be not anſwerable 


to their Wiſh, or ſo ſoon and proſperouſly as they 
deſire, how many Melancholies hence ariſe, with 
griefs and ſadneſſes , with which they pine away 
and wax ſo lean as they have ſcarcely any Fleſh clea- 
ving to the Bones; yea, at length they looſe the 
Life it ſelf, as may be proved by many Examples! 
For ſuth Men (which is an horrible thing to think 
of ) flight and neglect all perils and detriments, 
both of the Body and Lite, and of the Soul and 
Ercrnal Salvation. 

But of theſe enough; for it becomes not a Re-
